ANNUAL REPORT 2005 - 2006 

The Council of Architecture, a statutory body constituted under the Architects Act, 1972, deems it a 
pleasure to present the Annual Report and Audited Statement of Accounts for the financial year 
ended on 31.03,2006. 

Organisational Structure: 

The Council of Architecture functions under the overall charge of the President The Registrar 
performs the statutory duties and functions and is assisted by the Administrative Officer under the 
general supervision of the President and Committees of the Council as provided under the Council of 
Architecture Regulations, 1982. The Union Ministry of Human Resource Development is the nodal 
ministry of the Council of Architecture. 

The Council consists of elected and nominated representatives as members, namely, a nominee of the 
Central Government, an architect nominated by each State Government and Union Territory, five 
representatives elected from amongst members of the Indian Institute of Architects, five persons 
elected from amongst heads of architectural institutions, two persons nominated by the All India 
Council for Technical Education, the Chief Architect (ex-officio) of Central Public Works 
Department and Military Engineering Services, Ministry of Defence & Ministry of Railways, two 
persons nominated by Institution of Engineers (India) from among its members and one person 
nominated by the Institution of Surveyors of India from among its members. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, die Council 
constituted the statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an 
Executive Authority of the Council, Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and 
holds enquiries relating to professional misconduct of architects. Advisory Committee (Appeals), 
which hears the appeals of the applicants whose applications for registration are rejected. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees; 

During the year under report, the Council met twice \.e. 45 th Meeting was held on 28 th April, 2005 
and 46* Meeting was held on 30^ November, 2005. 

The Executive Committee met five times i.e, 80* Meeting on 2 nd April, 2005, 81 s1 Meeting on 27* 
April, 2005, 82* Meeting on 20 th September, 2005, 83 rd Meeting IT* December, 2005 and 84* 
Meeting was held on 20* Februaiy, 2006. 

The Disciplinary Committee met on 6* September, 2005 and 8* February, 2006, to hear the 
complaints filed against architects for alleged professional misconduct, as referred to it'by the 
Council and upon hearing the complainants as well as the respoudents-architeCts submitted its report 
to the Courted for appropriate action. 

The various decisions and actions taken by die Council and the aforesaid committees during the year 
under report are summarized as under : 
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1,0 Setting up Nitional Institute of Advance Studies in Architecture (IN I ASA) - a Research 
Center of Council of Architecture at Pune. 

The Council at its 45 th Meeting held on 28 U| April, 2005 approved the establishment of its own 
Research Center known as National Institute of Advance Studies m Architecture (N1ASA) 
The broad objectives of the Research Centre would be as under. 

i) Introducing Quality Improvement Programme to train the trainers 

n) Launching Continuing Education Programs for upgradation of architectural knowledge 
keeping in view the challenges being faced by the practicing architects, 
m) Training program for Inspectors appointed by the Council of Architecture for the purpose of 
undertaking inspection of Architectural Institution throughout India 
iv) The formation of a Committee on '‘Publication of Books on .Architecture'" to deal the 
matters connected with the promotion of publication of architectural books for the use of 
students studying architectural education and suggest creation of a knowledge bank of 
reference material as well as monitor the contents and quality of the textbook being 
prescribed for architectural syllabi. 

This Research Center will cater to the needs of teachers in Architecture for their upgradation. 
Permanent facilities for research activities and the programmes' activities like CL1MQN. which 
are funded by international organisations would also be created so that the same could be 
carried out by the Research Center. The Government of Maharashtra lias agreed to allot land 
for setting up this Centre near Pune and it was also proposed to seek financial assistance to the 
tune of Rs 25 crores from the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt of India for 
carrying out the activities of The Centre This Centre would be self-supporting and would 
function under full control of the Council of Architecture. 

2.0. Disciplinary Attkuii 

Each and every architect is required to observe and abide by the provisions of the Architects 
{Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, as amended in 2003 The Act provides For taking 
action against an architect who is found guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation 
and after providing opportunity of being heard to the architect 

During the year under report, the Council at its 46* 11 meeting held on J0 lh November, 2005, 
after affording an opportunity of being heard to the concerned Respondent Architects, who 
were found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of the provisions of the Architects Act. 
1972, Ordered as under: 

i) Shri Hafeez Contractor, Architect, (Registration No CA/77M043) be Cautioned; 
li) ShFi Ziyauddin Mohd. i Shaikh, Architect, (Registration No. CA/83/7837) be Suspended 
from practice for a period of Six months; 

iii) Shri R, B, Sampath, Architect, (Registration No. CA-75/1433) be Suspended from practice 
for a period of Two years, and 

iv) Shri Anirudha Dandekar, Architect (Registration No CA. 92/14595) be Cautioned. 


3.0 Approval of New Institutions - 2005-06; 

During the year under report 1 & new Institutions were granted approval to impart Bachelor of 
Architecture Courees (including Part-time Courses) and 12 Institutions were granted approval 
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to impart Master of Architecture Courses. With this* the total number of institutions imparting 
recognized courses in architecture has risen to 135 with an annual student intake of 6642 at 
Undergraduate lcvd and 740 at Postgraduate level* 

4>0 Extension of Approval for academic session £005-2006 onwards; 

Council of Architecture had conducted 132 inspections for the academic session 2005 - 2006 
and granted extension of approval or otherwise to the institutions as under 

i) Institutions granted extension of approval for B. Arch. Course for 2005 -2006 onwards with 
existing or higher intake intake : 69 

ii) Institutions put on ^No Admission* for 2005 -2006 ; 4 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2006-2007 of 
institutions, which are due for inspections. 

5*0 National Workshop on Working of Govt, Departments of Architecture at Centre/ Stale 
level: 

The Council organized a National Workshop on Working of Government Department of 
Architecture of the Centre/ State Governments at Pondicherry on 16* & 17* December* 2005. 
Chief Architects and representatives from various Central/ Stale Government Departments/ 
organizations & other bodies attended this workshop The recommendations of this Workshop 
have been submitted to the Executive Committee of the Council for deciding the strategy to 
take up issues brought out in the report at the respective levels. 

6*0 Workshop on Architectural Education 

The Council organized a Workshop on Architectural Education in collaboration with the 
Faculty of Architecture, CEPT University, Ahmedahad on 13* 14* February* 2006 at Faculty 
of Architecture* CEPT University* Ahmedahad All the Members of the Executive Committed 
all the Heads of Schools of Architecture in India, representatives of HA* Members of UG and 
PG Board and other concerned persons were invited to participate in the workshop. In this 
workshop the draft proposals as submitted by UG and PG Board of the Council of Architecture 
on Minimum Standards of Architectural Education at UG and PG level were discussed It was 
decided that the recommendations of this workshop be submitted to Council for approval for 
further action 

7,0 a) Removal of names of the Architects from the Register of Architects 

The Council at its 45* meeting held on 28* April* 2005* removed the names of 11 architects 
and at 46* Meeting held on 30* November* 2005, removed the names of 18 architects from 
the Register of Architects upon their request or due to their death 

b) Restoration of names of architects to the Register of Architects; 

The Council at its 45* meeting held on 28* April, 2005* restored the names of 778 architects 
during the period 21.08.2004 to 31.03.2005 and at it 46* Meeting held on 30* November* 
2005* restored the names of 1122 architects during the period of 01.04.2005 to 21.10.2005 
who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fees, to the Register of Architects. 
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8,0 a.) Approval of Budget for the year 1005-2006 : 

The Council, at its 45 cl1 meeting held on 2S fll April, 2005, approved the budget estimates for 
the year 2005-2006, recurring expenditure to the extent of Rs U3.03 ? 0GG/- and non¬ 
recurring to the extent of Rsd 2,50,000/- estimated to be incurred during the financial year 
2005-2006, as against the income receivable amounting to Rs 1.45.85,000 - 

b) Appointment of Auditors: 

The Council at 46 th Meeting held on 30,11.2005* appointed M, ! s. Shailesh Aggarwa! & 
Associates, Chartered Account^ New Delhi, as its Auditors for auditing the Accounts of the 
Council of Architecture on an audit fee of RsJ 0,000/- 

9*0 Enforcement of the Professional Conduct Regulations, 1989: 

It has been noticed by the Council of Architecture that user industries including government 
department/ undertakings and local bodies have been continuing with the practice of engaging 
architects by inviting tenders/ financial bids and insisting to deposit earnest money, as 
mandatory conditions, in order to make them eligible for providing architectural services/ 
consultancy The Council has also been taking disciplinary action against Architects who 
respond to advertisements that are not as per its norms and offering their services contrary' to 
the Regulations 

At the instance of the practising architects, the Council has written numerous letters to various 
authorities namely, State Governments, Municipal Corporations, Municipal Councils, 
Universities as to not to jurist architects to pay tender cost; quote lowest fees contrary to the 
minimum fees prescribed by the Council of Architecture and deposit of earnest money, as these 
conditions will put restrictions on architects right to practice the profession. The Council has 
also taken up the matter with the Central Vigilance Commission as they have prescribed some 
guidelines on appointment of Consultants. 

10*0 Architectural Competitions: 

The Council has assisted a number of promoters in the conduct of the architectural design 
competitions, namely* Airports Authority of India, Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti* National 
Archives of India^ and various other Municipal Corporations, organizations and individual 
Clients etc for their projects in compliance with the architectural competitions guidelines 
prescribedby it. The guidelines and inputs required by the promoters and competitors from the 
Council in the conduct of the competitions were made available as and when request were 
received 

11,0 Registration of Architects: 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 2? of the Act, who resides or 
carries on the profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural 
qualification 

During the year (1 M April 2005 to 3P 1 March, 20061 the Council has registered 2294 persons 
as architects and with this as on 3 I st March, 2006* a total of 37827 persons have been registered 
as architects. 
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12.0 Enforremeatof tire Architects Act, 1972 : 

During the year under report the Council has written various letters to the Chief Secretaries of 
State Governments and Local Bodies and Development Authorities, etc, for implementing the 
provisions of the Architects Act 1972 and the Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 
1989, in particular regarding: fi) the protection of title and style of architect: (ii) no farther 
registration or fees are asked by foe Local Bodies from the architects registered with the 
Council of Architecture; (iii) to protect the privilege of architects to pursue their profession of 
architecture; and (iv) Architect's licence should not be issued to any person who is not 
registered as an architect with the Council of Architecture, 

The Council has issued notices to various individuals/ finms using foe title and style of architect 
without being registered with the Council of Architecture and carrying on the architectural 
profession illegally. The Council is also pursuing vigorously foe Criminal complaints filed 
against persons misusing the title and style of architect, at the Patiala House District Court in 
Delhi For taking cognizance of the offences by foe Court as provided under foe Architects Act, 
1972 and punishing foe individuals engaged in these types of acts, as per foe provisions of foe 
Act. 


13.0 Publications: 

Council of Architecture is publishing a magazine titled “architecture - time space & people* 
every month which is sent free of cost, to all foe registered architects and it provides useful 
information about the activities of foe Council and issues concerning architectural profession 
and latest technological advancements and innovations applied This magazine is presently 
printed and published with assistance of M/s. Lifestyle Media, New Delhi 

14.0 Revision m National Building Code of India: 

Despite the best efforts of foe Council of Architecture to impress upon the Bureau of Indian 
Standards (BIS), to cause amendments in foe National Building Code Part-2, Administration, to 
foil in line with the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972, and not to prescribe deprecated 
competence of Architects, The BIS has come out with a new version of the National Building 
Code 

This National Building Code document is being followed widely almost throughout the country 
but foe design competence prescribed for Architects in it is adversely affecting the profession 
and general public which ought to be served by qualified professionals. Keeping in view of foe 
interest of the general public and intent with which foe Architects Act* 1972, has been enacted 
by the Parliament of India and numerous representations received from practising Architects in 
the matter, the Council has approached the High Court of Delhi to resist BIS to not to deal with 
foe qualifications and competence of foe Architects as foe same are provided and controlled 
under the provisions of the Architects Act. 1972. 

15.0 General Agreement no Trade in Services in Werid Trade Organisation; 

The Council of Architecture is continuously interacting with its nodal Ministry, Ministry of 
Human Resource Development* Government of India and foe Ministry of Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry* Govt of India, which is the concerned Ministry to coordinate ail the 
issues related with the GATS in WTO, for providing relevant inputs to these Ministries for 
considering the requests and offers of India for Architectural Education and Services. 
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Further in order to forge an Mutual Recognition Agreement wEth Board of Architects. 
Singapore as per the Comprehendive Economic Cooperation Agreement signed between Govt 
of India and Govt, of Singapore, and as per the directions of the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development Govt of India, the Council arranged a meeting at us office at New Delhi with 
the officials of Board of Architects, Singapore m the month of March 200b and follow op 
actions pursuant to the deliberations of meeting have been initiated. 

16*0 Acknowledgement: 

The Council of Architecture would like to place on record its appreciation and thanks to the 
officers of the Ministry of Human Resource Development, for extending their cooperation to 
Council in its functioning, all Schools of Architecture and State Governments. The Council 
also expressed its gratitude to the office bearers and members of the Council of Architecture, 
Experts, other professional bodies, practising architects and academicians for having offered 
their cooperation, guidance and advice for furthering the objectives of the Architects Act, 1972. 

The Council expresses its gratitude to its Auditor, Counsel, Officers & employees and all those
